NEW TARIFF a 


Garner, of Texas, Says 
Tax Will Fall Chiefly 
on the Necessities of. 
Life. 


Washington, June 30.—Sharply 
conflicting views as to the tax bur-. 
den to be imposed on the American 
people by.the administration's tariff 
bill were expressed today by re- 
[publican and democratic leaders of 


j the house. 


Counting the free list, the average 
duty rate was estimated by Chair- 
man Fordney, of the ways and 
meang committee, at between 18 and 
20 per cent, compared with the 18.55 
Payne-Aldrich average and 6 per 
cent under the present Underwood 
measure. Mr. Fordney insisted, how- 
ever, that the average, after an ac- 
curate estimate, would range lowef 
than Payne-Aldrich schedules. 

Taking issue with the chairman, 
Representative Garner, Texas, rank- 
ing democrat on the committee, de- 
clared the rates, considering the 
American valuation proyisions, were 


‘higher than those in any tariff. bill 


passed by congress since the civil 
war. Quoting statements of repub- 
licana that the bill, if passed as 
written, would bring in about $700,- 
000,000 annually, Mr. Garner charg- 
ed this meant an additional cost of 
at least $2,000,000,000 and “that the 
larger portion of this burden would 
fall upon the actual necessities. of 
life.” 
Controversy Pends. 

Mr. Fordney had announced early 
in the day that he would issue a 
statement showing in detail some 
of the essential provisions of the 
bill, and clearing up many points 
of difference, but a rush of work 
he later said made it impossible. 

The upshot of all tariff talk veri- 
fied predictions made before the bill 
was introduced Wédnesday—that 
the question whether the new rates, 
taken as a whole, were higher or 
lower than the Payne-Aldrich duties 
would be the subject of unending 
and everlasting controversy and dis- 
cussion.

Only Hospital, Phase.

WILL LET THOYSANDS

Besides 70,000 Enlisted 
Men, 30,000 Civilian Em- 
ployees Are Affected in’ 
Compulsory Order: 


Washington, June 30.—President 
Harding informed congress today 
that while he had signed the army 
appropriation bill with its provision 
for a reduction of the regular army 
to 150,000 men by: next October 1, 
i might be necessary to ask for 4 
modification of the medsure later 
to avoid embarrassment to the sec- 
rétary of war. 

The executive declared in a: spe- 
cial message sent to both the seh- 
ate and the house that summary 
dismigsal from the army of men who 
had enlisted for a longer. period 
than October 1 would seem to in- 
volve a repugiation of a moral ob- 
ligation by the government which 
éts effect upon the 
morale of the army and possibly 
influence enlistments in the future. 

The nature of the modifications 
which might be asked for later was 
not disclosed nor did the president 
explain how: it was proposed to 
meet the moral obligation to the 
men and at the same time carry 
out the direction of congress to re- 
duce the force by some 70,000° men 
in the néxt three months. He did 
say, however, that “every effort 
will be made to meet the require- 
ment of congress at the earliest 
possible day.” 

Civilians te Go. 

Secretary Weeks, in discussing the 
bill today, said that if the war de- 
partment succeeded in meeting the 
limitations Imposed by . congress 
some 30,000 «civilian employees’ of 
the army besides the 70,000 enlisted 
men would be thrown on the labor 
market to complicate the unemploy- 
ment eituation. He added that the

The president's. message to con- 
gress said: 

Harding’s Message. 

‘TJ am advising the congress of 
my approval of H. R, 6010, a bill 
making provision for the mainte- 
nance and support. of the United 
States army for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1922. I cannot resist 
califng to the attention of the con- 
gress at this time the very great 
embarrassment in carrying out its 
provisions while dealing justly with 
the enlisted forces of the army 80 
that a later call for a slight modi- 
fication. may not be wholly without 
notice, 

“The bill necessitates a very large 
reduction in the enlisted personne] 
of- the army and it is doubted that 
this reduction can be brought abont' 
without the summary dismissal of 
many thousands of men who have a 
right to expect at the hands of the 
government the same mora] obliga- 
tion the government requires of 
them when they enlist for service. 

“In perfept good faith the secre- 
tary of war will proceed to reduce 
the army to figures contemplated by 
the congress. The normal expira- 
tion of. enlistments probably will 
approximate one-half the reduc- 
tion which the congress has direct~, 
ed.and every effort will be made to 
méeét the requirements of the con- 
grees at the earNest possible day.

Superiority of Aerial Forces 
Over Battleships Cues- 
tioned by Officers.

Washington, June 30.—An investi- 
gation to detetmine whether the ar- 
mor plate of America’s modern bat- 
tleships is susceptible_to penetra- 
tion by the shock of an aerial ovumb 
exploded, nearby may be recorded as 
the first result likely to follow the 
mock attack on the oid battleship 
lowa. ‘ : 

But in the minds of the high naval 
officers who direct the United States 
sea policy, the supremacy of the cap- 
ital ship is more secure than ever 
as a result of the bombing tests 


'againt the Iowa. Any practical bde- 


lief in the talk of aerial superivrity 
went glimmering, they triumphantiv 
assert, when a score of airplanes 
registered only two direct hits on 
the Iowa out of a total of 80 bombDs 
dropped. As the “backbone of the 
fleet,”’ the battleship remains un- 
shaken, they /declare. 

But there were a number of honrbs, 
in the experiment off the Virginia 
capes, that fell dangerously near to 
the Iowa’s side. Out of this has 
grown a new controversy. Defend- 
ers of the battleship insist that mod- 
ern armor would withstand the force 
of a bomb exploding near the hull. 
Proponents of air supremacy retort 
that bombs which struck close to 
the lowa’s side were sufficient in 
number to have crippled her séri- 
ously, had they been the real arti- 
cle, and would have rendered her 
useless for combat purposes. 

This difference of opinion will be 
threshed out by the navy’s general 
board. ~ If the armor plate of Amer- 
ican battleships is vulnerable to 
bomb explosions, steps will be taken 
to strengthen its resistance.

Busi- 
ness of a routine nature was aiso 
transacted. : 

Tie Georgia library commission 
is the department charged with ad- 
vancing the library interests of the 
state. Since almost all Georgia li- 
braries are too poor to employ spe- 
cial’'y trained librarians, the_ li- 
pra:iy commission supplies them 
with expert advice along all library 
lines. 

It has also developed a parcels 
post library service for the state 
at large, through which anyone in 
tiie state may borrow books, other 
tnan fiction. for one month, a no 
expense except the return postage. 
The collection of books in the com- 
mission library numbers 4,000 vol- 
umes, and covers a wide range of 
subjects. The largest collection on 
any one subject is the collection on 
agriculture, and the farmers of 
the state are making splendid use 
of it, as is shown in the report of 
61 packages of books on agricul- 
tural subjects going out last month. 
In the few months which the com- 
mission has been operating its loan 
work, books have been sent to 161 
towns in 95 counties in the state.

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The republican permanent tariff 
bill, submitted to the house by the 
majority of the ways and means 
committee Wednesday, is first of all, 
an adroit political move to capture 
and hold the farmer vote of the 
country, unmindful of the millions 
of wholly consuming voters who 
must pay all tariff penalties in the 
long run. 

There can be no legitimate com- 
plaint waged against any effort in 
congress, regardless of party lines, 
to help the farmers of the coun- 
try. 

But the high tariff now proposed 
against imported farm products not 
only cannot help the farmers of 
this nation as a whole, but must 
materially injure them, for the very 
reason that the United States is a 
producing nation, primarily. and 
must sell abroad at least 40 per cent 
of the American grown farm prod- 
ucts in order to maintain an equit- 
able market value at home on the

mand. 
With a tariff wall against for- 
eign farm importations we cannot 
expect to sell abroad American farm 
products, not only by reason of 
the czncient and equitable law of 
retaliation, but because it is impos- 
sible to sell where we do not buy. 
In other words a tariff wall that 
will keep foreign farm products out 
will necessarily keep American 
products in.

As an! illustration the new pro- 
posed schedule levies an import tax 
on wheat of 25 cents a bushel and 
on wheat flour and products of 50 
cents a hundred pounds. 

That means that Canada will be 
barred from selling her wheat in 
this country, and yet the official 
records will show that we sell five 
dollars’ worth of raw and manufac- 
tured wheat, or wheat flour and 
products, to Canada where we im- 
port one dollar’s worth of the raw 
grain from Canada. 

Thereupon, with similar instances, 
as to other countries, the American 
wheat grower must confine his sales 
to American consumption, by reason 
of the rule of retaliation, and in 
doing so must plus the norme: 
Americaén market fully 40 per cent 
by the total production; hence while 
the retailer can take advantage of 
the consumer on the basis of a fixed 
tariff rate, the producer, on the 
law of supply and demand, must get 
less for his product. Is that not 
Plain? 

It will become, therefore, a two- 
edged sword, and will cut both 
ways. 

The producer will get less; the 
consumer will pay more. |

If there must be a high protective 
tariff these, articles should be in- 
cluded, for the very reason that the 
conditions of producing imported 
competitive or substitute oils are 
far different from those of other 
articles covered in the tariff sched- 
ules. 

The peanut and soy bean oils, 
from the Orient, are produced un- 
der. labor conditions far different 
from ours, and therefore their im- 
portation free is a direct blow to 
southern producers.

The exportation of these oils is 
negligible; their production is con- 
fined to a small area in the United 
States, and the fact that a _  dis- 
tinctive product of coolie labor is 
brought into.direct competition with 
an American product, without a 
tariff penalty, is not equitable, even 
on a basis of a democratic “tariff 
for revenue only.”

That the new tariff measure is 
supposed to provide a revenue of 
$700,000,000, and is thus advertised 
aS a revenue producer, is really a 
mockery when balanced with the 
reckless expenditures and the ex- 
travagancies of an eight billion dol- 
lar republican congress. 


Little good will the “little” $700,- 
000,000 do if the consumers of this 
country must pay the billions of 
dollars im excess costs of commodi- 
ties—for instance the costs of sugar, 
a common table necessity—and if the 
producers of this country must suf- 
fer a like calamity by being unable 
to find a foreign market for their 
products! 

On the whole the proposed tariff 
law can~only work to one advant- 
age and that is to swing the. dem-

REMOVAL OF TONSILS. 

I have observed certain throat 
specialists, who made the most noise 
about the importance of complete 
enucleation or rémoval of the dis- 
eased or enlarged tonsils rather 
than mere amputation or cutting 
off of,the tonsils (tonsillectomy 
rather than tonsillotomy), doing a 
spectacular but mot very thorough 
amputation nevertheless. There is 
no other medical specialty in which 
so many utterly incompetent and 
unfit young men are meéting with 
great (financial) success; I am not 
referring so much to the nose and 
throat specialists, but to that too 
numeroug and too shallow class of 
“specialists” who choose as a suit- 
able field for their sketchy talents 
the eye, ear, nose and throat; The 
chin, neck, feet and liver ‘they 
leave to indiscriminate practice. An 
eye Yoctor has some concern about 
the nose, and a nose doctor has 
some interest in the eyes, for dis- 
eases of the one are often found 
to produce disturbances of the other 
Organ. But what reason or excuse 
an eye doctor haa for bungling ear 
troubles or why a throat specialist 
should purport to be also a spetial- 
ist in eye’ diseases, is a problem 
which I im@gine the late Dr. Kidd or 
some of his shrewd successors could 
best solve. During the great war 
these all-around specialists sort of 
blushed and modestly accepted the 
title of “head specialists.’’. Whieh 
rather left the gynecologists, the or- 
thopedists, the internists (internists 
are honest-t6-goodness all-around 
specialists in whatever ails a man 
inside), and a few other inferior 
sorts in a rather embarrassing pre- 
dicament. 

Whether the tonsils should be re- 
moved completely (a rather radical 
operation) or amputated, is an in- 
dividual problem in each case, and 
the patient’s regular physician is 
far better fitted to decide than is 
any specialist. A specialist may be 
jealous of “my” method, “my’”’ ton- 
sil forcepts and “my” last hundred 
operations, but the patient is con- 
cerned about “my” tonsils. 

A local anesthetic is sufficient for 
most such operations in adults and 
in many children. For those who 
are undisciplined and weak in self- 
control a general anesthetic is pref- 
erable. In either case it is best to 
remove both tonsils at the same 
time, so that there will be but one 
sore throat. For the throat is sore 
for a few days after the operation. 

Persons contemplating the remov- 
al of tonsils should dismiss from 
mind the superstitions too frequent- 
ly heard. Diseased or enlarged ton- 
sils often spoil a voice; removal of 
the tonsils never does; accidental in- 
jury of the pillars of the throat, 
when tonsils are adherent to the pil- 
lars, may possibly injure a singing 


voice. Removal of the tonsils has 
no effect whatever upon general de- 
velopment or the integrity of the 
sexual system. Removal of diseased 
or enlarged tonsils never diminishes 
natural resistance to infectious dis- 
eases, but often seems to increase 
resistance. No child is too young: 
no adult is too old; no season or 
time of year is unsafe for this oper- 
ation. I am not denying that sad 
accidents have happened and will 
happen now and then, in the thou- 
sands of such operations done; but 
the risks and dangers involved in 
the neglect of the disease condition 
are infinitely greater than the re- 
mote dangers connected with such 
operations. .

PASSED BY SENATE 


After passing two bills. the first 
of the 1921 session, ang after ac- 
cepting an invitation tendered by 
Mayor Murray Stewart, of Savan- 
nah, “asking the legislators to visit 
that city on their way to Darien 
and Brunswick for the opening of the 
big bridge over the Altamaha river. 
the state senate Thursday adjourned 
until next Tuesday morning at il 
o'clock. The first bill passed was 
a bill introduced by Senator Flem- 
ing, of the eighteenth district, pro- 
viding for abolishment of the office 
of county treasurer of Dougherty 
county. . 

Senator L. R. Akin. of the fourth 
district, outlined plans for the trip 
of members of the senate, and the 
house of representatives to Bruns- 
wick and Darien to witness the 
christening of the new bridge. The 
invitation of Mayor Stewart was read 
and accepted by the senate. A stay 
of several hours will be made in Sa- 
Vannah. and a program of enter- 
tainment will be carried out. 


Discussion of Passage. 


The only business matter of in- 
terest before the senate was a mo- 
tion made by Senator J. B. Jack- 
son, of the twenty-first. to recon- 
sider passage of the Hollingsworth 
re-apportionment bill. This dis- 
cussion was cut short when Sena- 
tor Lassseter made the point of oOr- 
der that the physical bill was not 
before the senate, having been trans- 
ferred to the house by unanimous 
consent. President Clay sustained 
the point of order. 

The motion to adjourn until next 
Tuesday was made by Senator 
Wohlwender, of the twenty-fourth 
district, who said he made the mo- 
tion at the request of Speaker 
Neill. It was announced that Speaker 
Neill Rad not named his commit- 
tees, and that no business could be 
transacted until these committees 
were named. 

One of the important new bills 
introduced was a measure by Sen- 
ator Rountree, of the sixteenth dis- 
trict, providing for furnishing free 
text-books to school children of 
Georgia. This bill is a far-reaching 
one, providing for purchase of text- 
books by the state, for the method 
of .distribution and other important 
matters in connection with furnish- 
ing text-books to school children. 

Watxon to Speak. 

This measure is advocated by 
United States Senator Thomas E. 
Watson, and it is expected that he 
will discuss it when he appears be- 
fore a joint session of the legisla- 
ture soon to deliver an address. 
President Clay appointed Senators 
Thorpe and Boykin, from the sen- 
ate.ona joint committee named to 
notify Senator Watson of the invi- 
tation extended him and to arrange 
for his appearance before the two 
branches in joint session. 

Senator Akin announced that the 
legislative party which will Visit 
Brunswick, Darien and Savannah 
will leave Atlanta at 8 o’colck Fri- 
day night. After taking part in cer- 
emonies in connnection with the 
dedication of the new Altamaha 
bridge. members will return to At- 
lanta in time to. appear at the ses- 
sions at 11 o’clock next Tuesday. 

House Features. 

Legislation designed to amend the 
state automobile laws was the most 
important presented in the house of 
representatives Thursday. previous 
to the adjournment of both branches 
until next Tuesday. .- ’ 

The Fulton county delegation had 
a busy day introducing measures, 
one of which covers the speed of au- 
os license tax and other fea- 
ures embraced in the law. Repre- 
sentative Whitworth, of Madison 
county, introduced another bill which 
is designed to change the style of 
tags now used by the department. 

One of the most important bills in- 
troduced, however. was the me@sure 
of Representative Beck. of Carroll. 
which would charge an automobile 
tax of $5 on each automobile of 23- 
noresmawer or less, and 60 cents 
for each additional horsepower. 
The measure also would place the 
license fund in the hands of the 
highway commission to bé appor- 
tioned. among all the counties in 
proportion. to the mail-line mileage 
of: each. 
’ Ronded Indebtedness. 

A measure of interest to Atlan- 
tans is the bill providine for the in- 
curring of bonded indebtdness for 
improvement by cities of 
150,000 inhabitants or more. 

Speaker Cecil Neill announced last 
night that he would announce his 
committee appointments on the re- 
convening of the general assembly 
Tuesday. While the lawmakers are 
attending the opening of the Darien- 
Brunswick bridge and the Farmers’ 
union celebration at Union City, he 
will hold several conferences and 
enter into a careful study of the 
large number of assignments he 
must make.

Senator Alvin Goltcke, of the 
nineteenth district, declared war on 
“pistol-toting” in Georgia . Thurs- 
day, when he introduced in the sen- 
ate a constitutional amendment de- 
signed to make it unlawful for any- 
one to carry pistols exeept arrest- 
ing officers or persons in military 
service when on actual duty. 

“The legislature has gone as far 
as it can, through regulative legis- 
lation,” said Senator Golucke Thurs- 
day night, “but all measures adopt- 
ed have always lacked something to 
earry the force and effect of the 
intended purpose. 
' “The trouble is that, under our 
constitution, the people of the state 
have the right to ‘keep the bear 
arms’ and that right cannot be in- 
fringed. Under the guise of police 
regulations the assembly has from 
time to time Sought to restrict free- 
dom in which arms may be kept 
or borne, such as prohibiting secret- 
ed pistols and requiring registra- 
tion, and there is now pending a 
measure in the house to impose a 
privilege Nicense on all forms of 
arms. 

“Those things, however, do not 

reach the point of prohibition, and 
cannot, for the reason that the con- 
stitution of the state confers that 
right upon the people. The meas- 
ure I have proposed seeks to amend 
the constitution of the state go 
that the legislature may have the 
authority to absolutel prohibit 
having or carrying side arms, or 
to regulate carrying them in any 
form it may see fit. 
' “My,.meastire seeks 
‘paragraph 22, section 1, article 1 
of the constitution. That clause 
now provides that ‘the right of the 
people to have and bear arms shall 
not be infringed.’ I am asking it 
be changed to read that ‘The right 
of the people to have and bear arms 
shall not be infringed, but the gen- 
eral assembly shall .have power to 
prescribe the manner in which arms 
may be borne, and shail have the 
power to prescribe that side arms.

“Adoption of that amendment will 
put the entire regulation within the 
jurisdiction and scope of the leg- 
islature so that any form of regu- 
lation it sees fit to prescribe will 
stand any constitutional test that 
may be brought.”

ments of the union chiefs in accepte 
ing the wage cut. 

The poesibility of a general rall- 
road strike is minimized by railroad 
executives, and by some of the un- 
ion chiefs themselves. 

“Because of the very nature of 
our work there has never been a 
weneral railroad- strike,” President 
W. B. Carter, of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen, told the labor 
board at a recent hearing. 

Quasi Public Business. 

“We are employed in operating a 
quasi-public business. The public has 
a right to proper operation of our 
transportation system and the pul 
lic is the greatest sufferer when it 
is not operated properly. Our or- 
ganizations have always negotiated 
with the railroads with this knowl- 
edge. Because of the public interest 
we have never been able to use our 
economic strength. So, what we have 
gained has been by an uphill fight.” 

While rumors of the shopmen and 
maintenance of way workers voting 
to walk out were flying thick and 
fast Thursday, President Carter was 
asked if it was still-impossible to 
have a general strike in the United 
States and his words, a part of the 
record of the railroad board pro- 
ceedings, a~vere quoted to hfm. 

“If I said it then I say it now,” 
he said. “But I am not being inter- 
viewed today.” 

President B. M. Jewell, of the A. 
F. of L. unions, issued a letter warn- 
ing the men he represents that un- 
authorized walkouts would be dealt 
with summarily. 

“Strike vates have been recorded 
before and there has been no strike,” 
said President L. E. Speppard, of 
the conductors.

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Discuss Proposed 
Anglo-Jap Treaty 


London, June 30—The Anglo- 
Japanese treaty was again the sub- 
ject of discussion by the confer- 
ence of imperial premiers this aft- 
ernoon, At the close of the meet- 
ing, however. it was stated that 
no decision had been reached re- 
garding a renewal of the treaty or 
otherwise. 

At.this afternoon's session Pre- 
mier Massey, of New Zealand, con- 
cluded his speech in support of re- 
newal of the alliance. He was fol- 
lowed by the Indian delegate, the 
maharaja of Kutch, who submitted 
the Indian viewpoint that there 
was no objection on India’s part to 
renewal of the treaty, with the ex- 
ception of the clauses providing 
that in case of-India being attacked 
Japan should come to India’s as- 
sistance. This view ,caus®@d some 
surprise, but th maharaja ex- 
plained that the Indian delegation 
Was of the opinion that England 
and India should be able to protect 
India without the assistance of any 
allies. 

The British pine minister, Mr. 
Lloyd-George, who again presided, 
reviewed the various arguments ad- 
duced in the discussion. The ques- 
tion of elimination of the military 
clauses from the treaty never has 
been brought up in conference.

Dallas, Tex., June 30.—A plot, 
hatched in New York, to assassi- 
nate President Zayas, of Cuba, was 
revealed to the authorities here 
Thursday night by Eduardo Her- 
rera, young Columbian oil pros- 
pector. 

Herrera, in a statement made to 
Chief of Detectives Charles Gunn- 
ing, said the conspiracy to kill 
Zayas was concocted several weeks 
ago in the basement of a cheap 
hotel in New York’s east side. He 
furnished the names of anarchist 
leaders who were present. He said 
he was given instructions to carry 
to conspirators in Havana who were 
to shoot the Cuban chief executive. 
The assassination, he declared, was 
to.be followed by a revolution In 
Cuba and then disturbances 
throughout South America.

In advancing ‘this double-barreled 
statement I do not mean to reflect 
upon either of these distinguished 
personages. When you come right 
down to cases, the chief patrons of 


|heavyweight championship contests 


—the persons who compose what 
in the old days in England they 
called “the faney”"—do not care 
deeply for fighters who display gen- 
tlemanly qualities in the ¥inge or 
out of it. What they like is'a two- 
handed mauler with just enough in- 
telligence under his thatch to make 
him wary, and amply enough of the 
brute in his soul to make him fe- 
rocious and merciless. They do not 
crave to behold an exhfbition of cul- 


ture and innate refinement; they 
clamor not for three-quarters of an 
hour of foot work, head work and 
false work. The gentry are not 
putting up $50 a head—using the 
word “head”. in its commercial and 
not in its intellectual sense—in the 
hope of beholding a dainty exposi- 
tion of the so-called manly art_ of 
self-defense over yonder at Jpibey 
City this week-end. They want to 
see somebody knocked for a vista 
of marble mausoleums, 

The sporting writers, taken as a 
class, shar@ with them, I think, this 
blood-thirsty but perhaps natural 
attitude of anticipation. That, I am 
sure, is Why a majority of them, 
probably without conscious bias on. 
their part, appear personally to de- 
Sire that the young man who so 
signally extinguished himself inthe 
yanks of the shipyard workers while 
so many of his fellow Americans of 
like age were being conspicuously 
exposed to danger in battle abroad, 
may bring home the sanguinary ba- 
con at not later than 2:45 p. m., 
daylight savin time, on this im- 
pending Saturday afternoon, Also, 
to be considered as factors in the 
equation of preponderating popular 
opinion are those among us who 
earnestly yearn to see the champion- 
ship remain:-in America—who think 
of all continentals as “Frogs” or 
“Wops” or “Huskies” or “Square 
Heads” or “Dutchies.” 

Georges More Romantic. 

On the other hand, and in the op- 
posing camp, we find the special 
writers—short-story producers; fic- 
tionists, essayists—who are covering 
the fight at so much a word. Their 
trafle makes them seek for imagery 
of idealism in what is one of the 
most carnally materialistic pursuits 
in the world. They would make 
drama of what is not in the least 
dramatic; would import romance 
into a most unromantic proceeding. 
And they, being sentimentally sway- 
ed, will favor the visiting nobleman 
to win, first because he is fair to 
look upon, and, second, because in 
him they envision qualities that are 
exauisite, aeSthetic, poetic, ethereal 
almost. 

I saw Carpentier once. It was in 
Paris in the summer of 1918 at a 
benefit of boxing matches put on 
in behalf of wounded French sol- 
diers. He acted as referee of one 
of the bouts. To me he seemed a 
handsome, mannerly, kindly, well- 
set figure of a man and an athlete. 
His profile made me think of some 
of our own moving picture heroes 
with their rubber-set eyelashes and 
their Hudson seal hair. His shape 
put me in mind of an illustration 
for a union suit ad as seen in one 
of our, popular weekly magazines. 

Seeing him, I did not say to my- 
self: “Here is a young Greek god 
come upon earth. Here is the in- 
heritor of the grace of the sculptur- 


Dempsey scrooged into the ring he 
was scared stiff or else I, viewing 
him from a distance of not more 


than twenty feet, was woefully mis- 


taken. I am sure he had been in- 
timidated by a four-card bluff and 
a bunco bugaboo. The same super- 
manestuff which made the German 
efficiency machine seem potentially 
so invincible back in 1914, had, as 
the saying goes, garnered his goat 
in advance of the event. But when 
he found, as he did, in the first 
thirty seconds of fighting, that he 
held a pair of aces—one ace in 
either gloved paw—against a busted 
flush, he became the proper ring 
fighter, cruel, relentless, cocksure 
and superbly competent, a cross be- 
— a wildcat and a mad bison 
ull. 
Jack the Defender. 

And something tells me he’ll du- 
plicate in New Jersey what he did 
in Ohio. Here he'll have at the 
outset what he lacked in Toledo. 
He'll have prestige behind him and 
confidence. He'll be the champion 
defending the title where then he 
was the challenger seeking to jar it 
loose from another. The advantages 
mainly will be on his» side; at To- 
ledo he figured beforehand that they 
would all, or nearly all, be against 
him. 

Consider his reach; win or lose he 
gets the bigger end of the purse. If 
that isn’t reaching, somebody please 
tell me what is? He is heavier than 
Carpentier—much heavier from the 
neck dawn, although perhaps not 
so heavy from the neck up. His 
normal chest measurement—that is, 
provided any champion since modest 
old Bob Fitzsimmons’ day has owned 
a normal] chest—is 42 inches against 
41 for the Frenchman. His chest 
expended—and one gathers that Jack 
keeps it expanded except when vet- 
erans of the world war are passing 
by on parade—shows 46 inches; Car- 
pentier’s is only 43%. In height he 
overtops his opponent by an inch 
and a half. He is the superior in 
size of biceps and size of wrist. He 
is 26 years old; Carpentier is 27. 
And in the boxing game youth 
counts for a lot. 

Pray for Georges. 

For his part the contender is said 
to be quicker on his feet; ts said 
to be a better tactician, a better 
boxer, perhaps a quicker thfnker. 
He is fighting as the fittest rep- 
resentative of a land which showed 
the highest casvalty averages and 
the smallest slacker list. population 
considered, of any country among 
the allies in the great wer. 

He has the cordial indorsement 
of all of France, all of England and 
practically all of the American Le- 
gion. But he takes a gosh-awful 
chance when he climbs into the 
same roped inclosure with Jack 
Dempsey.

New York, June 30.—(Special.)— 
Reports on the cotton crop for the 
month of June are rather disap- 
pointing since notwithstanding the 
improvement that has taken place 
in many sections, latest estimates 
of percentage condition, represent- 
ing the opinion of nearly 1,800 spe- 
cial correspondents of The Journal 
of Commerce under an average date 
of June 23, indicate a loss of 0.5 
per cent to 68.3 per cent, 

This cOmpares with 68.8 per cent 
last month, 71.5 per cent a year ago 
and a'ten year average of 78.3 per 
eent. It is in fact the lowest es- 
timate in twenty years. Reports of 
per cent condition for more recent 
years show that in 1918 it was 83.1 
in 1916 and 1914 alike 78.6 and in 
1915 79.7 per cent. More important 
declines have taken place on pre- 
vious occasions notably in 1919 
when cotton lost 7.1 per cent, 1918 
1.9 per cent and 1917 2.3 per centr 
but in each case the percentage 
condition was far above the pres- 
ent level. 


Increase Last Year, 


A year ago there was an increase 
of 3.5 per cent at this timg. Taken 
separately, percentage conuition es- 
timates by states show a gain of 
0.9 per cent to 72.2 per cent in en- 
nessee, of 3.6 per cent in Mississip- 
pi, to 66.6 per cent and 2 per cent in 
Arkansas bringing the condition in 
that state up to 71.3. Alabama 
gained .O per cent to 64.7 per cent, 
In Texas the bad conditions pre- 
vailing over wide areas apparently 
overbalanced improvements else- 
where. And the state as a whole 
lost ground, declining to 71.5 or 1.8 
per cent off, 

North and South Carglina condi- 
tion declined 1.5 per cent and .5 per 
cent to 65.5 and 63.1 per cent re- 
spectively, Small reductions were 
also noted in Georgia, 2 per cent to 
64.4 per cent, and in Louisiana .3 
per cent. Oklahoma declined .4 per 
cent, though conditton there is 
higher than in most of the other 
States, namely, 72.6 per cent. with 
the exception of the larger part of 
Texas and Oklahoma, where the 
weather has been damp and rainy 
throughout the greater part. of 
June, 

Cotton has suffered extensively 
from drouth, which in many cases 
has prevented late cotton from com- 
ing up and retarded growth on 
earlier etanwn g At*not a. few 
points, owever, climatic condi- 
tions are reported as having mate- 
rially improved in the last week 
or ten days, so that it looks as if 
next month’s report might make a 
paper at 25,598,0Uu0 acres or 
Smallest since 1901. Last 
37,043,000 acres were. planted 
cotton and the final yleld was 13,- 
365,754 bales. From the above 
showing it would seem that there 
is very little reason for anticipat- 
ing anything but a short crop this 
year, especially in view of the 
greatly reduced acreage, which is 
estimated by this good supply of: 
labor and willing to work at much 
lower wages than last year. Con- 
sequently the crop is generally 
clean and in good condition and 
the plant, though small, vigorous. 

Planting Food. 

Some abandonment is reported 
and they are said to be plowing up 
cotton land and planting corn and 
other food or feedstuffs, either on 
account of inabilit to fight off 
the weevil or else inadequate 


vation of the crop. ‘As regards the 
latter, however, fewer complaints 
have been received which would 
seem to reflect the gradual easing 
in money and credit conditions. 
Tenant farmers are still finding it 
difficult to finance cotton, but 
land-owners report banks as more 
willing to extend loans where con- 
ditions are considered favorable, 
While a large proportion of the re- 
turns this month report improve- 
ment and appear to take a more 
cheerful view of the outlook the 
fact remains that the season is 
from two to three weeks late; that 
weather conditions have not been 
uniformly favorable and that the 
weevil menace is more serious than 
known for many years. 

From all parts of the cotton belt 
complaints have been pouring in 
of fields thickly infested with this 
pest, and where cotéemi is sufficient- 
lv advanced the forms are being at- 
tacked as fast as they appear. In 
sections where droughty conditions 
have prevailed the damage has not 
as yet been extensive but areas 
where too frequent showers have 
fallen, as for instance Oklahoma 
and some parts of Texas, depreca- 
tion is sald be already quite con- 
siderable. rom all this it would 
appear that July and August are 
as usual to be crucial months in 
determining the final yleld. Heat 
and dry weather for the next six to 
eizght weeks with sufficient mois- 
ture to produce a normal. healthy 
growth wou'd undoubtedly have 
some effect in checking tte inroads. 
from weevils and other forms of 
insect pests. Crop observers unan- 
imously attribute the unusual se- 
verity of the weevil invasion this 
vear to the open winter and the ex- 
cessive rains of April and May, 

Labor Is Cheaper. 

As a partial offset to the ad- 
verse situation above recorded it 
should be remembered that labor 
is in better showing. What has un- 
doubtedly had much to do with cut- 
ting down the hoped for gain in 


extreme irregularity of the crop. 
which owing to numerous set backs 
encounter earlier. in’ the season 
and frecuent replantings, is report- 
ed as of all sizes even in the same 
fields. This fs a factor that makes 
it extremely difficult to accurately 
estimate actual progress and igs not 
confined to any one_section or state, 
some correspondents express the 
opinion that 1921 is to have an- 
other mixed cotton crop, in which 
event it will be all but {mpossible 
to determine the extent of the yield 
until much later In the season. 

A view still prevalent in many 
circles is that the present period 
of readjustment to lower prices gnd 
changed conditions, also the x- 
tremely heavv carry over of cotton. 
a reduced production this vear 
might prove more beneficial than 
otherwise.—Journal of Commerce.
